Aron, who speaks neither He- 
brew nor Arabic, says she prefers 
attending Palestinian theater 
over Israeli theater. ‘‘'Palestinian 
theater is very visceral, emotion- 
al, Therefore, it’s more accessi- 
bie. It’s based more on move- 
ment. Israeli theater tends to be 
more reliant on the text.”” ey 

As for her own experiences 
working in Arabic, she admils to 
some difficulties — .albeit humor- 
ous ones, "Everything I did in 
rehearsal had to be translated. 
Once: told everyone to freeze, 
They all walked around hugging 
themselves. The translator ex- 
plained to me they were shiver- 
ing.

el has encouraged the use of 
. Arab labor in virtually all 
sectors of the blue-collar work 
force. And, we did it inexpensive- 
ly. We employed Palestinians for 
cheap wages. This was and is clear- 
ly reprehensible. But cheap wages 
were only part of the package. 

The absence of virtually any 
government supervision regard- 
ing the payments of medical in- 
Surance, social security, sever- 
ance pay and other acceptable 
benefits, made it even more at- 
tractive for the Israeli boss to em- 
ploy the Palestinian worker. All 
Israeli governments fostered Is- 
raeli dependence upon Arab la- 
bor because it was economically 
beneficial ta do so. 

Having infrequently protested 
this unequal approach to the la- 
bor laws, we are now. witnessing 
the abandonment of this work 
force through a policy of ‘“‘separa- 
tion”: of the Palestinian worker 
from any source of income, No 
matter what the extenuating cir- 
cumstances, and no matter how 
painful it is for those who have 
lost loved ones to the horrendous 
scourge of Islamic terrorism, Is- 
rae] has a responsibility — if not to 
continue employing Palestinian 
workers, then fo sever itself from 
them in such a way that does not” 
impose unbearable hardship 
upon the thousands of innocent 
Palestinians whom we encour- 
aged to build much of the coun- 
try’s housing, improve tho road 
infrastructures, and work in the 
service areas.

And that is what is happening 
to an extent with these foreign 
workers. By transférring our 
treaimenf of tho Palestinian 
worker to thelr foreign replace- 
ments, we are fucling the fires of 
despair.

Public drunkenness is a new phe- 
nomenon In my neighborhood. 
Catcalls and demeaning language 
are hurled upon women.

In many of 
these cases, it is the forelgn work- 
ers who are involved. 

We regard them as little better 
than slave laborers. We relate lo 
them in the same way that we [δ΄ 
late to the Palestinian worker - 
with disdain and abuse. We simply 
exploit them. They have no rights, 
whatsoever, even though they are 
here to fill what we consider to be 
a vital role in our economy.

For these investors there are 
two options. The first is to simply 
buy shares in a mutual fund based 
oulside of Israol that concen- 
trates on Isrneli companies.
